Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The subject matter of 
the independent claims could not be found and was not suggested by the prior art of record. The 
subject matter not found is a deflectable catheter having a flexible element wherein the distal end 
of the catheter is controllable by both pushing and pulling of the flexible element, a first tubular 
support movable with an actuator mechanism and substantially constraining the lateral 
movement of the flexible element, and a second tubular support telescopically engaged with the 
first tubular support, in combination with the features of the invention substantially as claimed. 
In this embodiment, the tubular support must be engaged around the flexible element to restrain 
lateral movement, a flexible element having sufficient column strength in and of itself to be both 
pulled and pushed is not sufficient to meet the claim. 

2. Also not found is a method for using a device having a first and second tubular supports. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 

payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
